SENATOR SMITH MADE $3,000. 


Other Senators Said to liave Made 
$30,000 and Private Tips 
Given in Advance.

NEW YORK, May 12.—It is published 
here to-day that Senator Smith of New 
Jersey sold 6,000 shares of Sugar stock 
short yesterday at 116. Sugar stock closed 
at 115%. His profit for the day, with the 
broker’s commission deducted, was $3,000. If 
Sugar stock continues to fall in price, he 
will make many thousand dollars more on 
this transaction. 

Other Senators are said to have made 
$30,000. 

There ts no doubt, say dispatches from 
Washington, that the exact schedule was 
known to several persons outside of the 
committee at least two days before May 4, 
when the bill was made public. And it ts 
generally believed that the knoWledge was 
used to advantage in the market. 

Abraham White is a broker of this city, 
who successfully negotiated, with the aid of 
Russell Sage, the purchase of $1,000,000 
worth of Government bonds during the last 
popular bound sale on an investment of 4 
cents for postage. He cleared about $200,000 
by that deal. 

When the Dingley tariff bill went into the 
hands of the Senate sub-committtee, Mr. 
White went to Washington and opened an 
office. He advertised boldly. 

It was noted that the persons who fre- 
quented his office and traded through him 
were mostly Senators and Representatives. 
He lived at the Arlington Hotel, where, it 
will be remembered, the Senate sub-com- 
mittee held its secret meetings. He was 
frequently seen coming out of the room 
where these secret conferences were being 
held, although it was impossible for any 
but a few favored Senators and Represent- 
atives to enter this private chamber. 

Mr. White spent all his time while in 
Washington either in his office, at the Cap- 
itol or at the Arlington. People who were 
intimate with him say that he always ap- 
peared well posted on the movements and 
decisions of the Senators who were fram- 
ing the tariff bill. 

He manipulated the market on informa- 
tion thus got and cleared $70,000. It is al- 
leged that Senators and Representatives 
shared this: amount. 


DECLARED INSANE 


Joseph Werner, Who Killed His Fath- 
er at Westphalia, Mo., Will 
Go to an Asylum.

LINN, Mo., May 12.—Joseph Werner of 
Westphalia, this county, who murdered his 
father last Friday, was given a hearing 
before the Probate Judge of this county 
to determine his sanity. The jury re- 
turned a verdict of insanity, and the mur- 
derer will accordingly be sent to an insane 
asylum. Werner is a man of about 21 
years, who lived with his father and moth- 
er at Westphalia, a prosperous little city 
of about 600 inhabitants, nearly all of 
whom are German. Charles Werner, the 
murdered man, was a wealthy German cit- 
izen past 70 years of age. On Friday last 
he and his son Joseph were alone at home, 


attending to some work about the house. 
Joseph attacked his aged father with a 
stick and beat him to death. Having killed 
him, he took a rock and beat his head 
intO @ mass, then went to the citizens in 
the business part of the town and reported 
the affair. He was arrested and detained 
while precescings were conducted and aft- 
erwards brought here to the county seat 
and placed in jail.

OF GRIPPLES 


ONE-ARMED AND ONE-LEGGED 
MEN TO MEET. 


FEATURE OF THE EXPOSITION. 


Railroad Surgeons and Manufacturers 
interested and an Enormous At- 
tendance Assured. 


A convention of cripples! 

This will be a feature of the Exposition 
season this fall. 

The idea is unfue, but it has caught on, 
and from present indications there will be 
at least 75,000 maimed men in attendance. 

The committee having the matter in 
charge has opened headquarters at 9 Union 
Trust Building, where the secretary, Will- 
lam R.’Trower, is busy attending to the 
correspondence that already has assumed 
large. proportions. ; 

Manager Frank Gaiennie has not yet de- 
termined what will be the best week for 
the convention, but has informed the com- 
mittee ‘the matter will be decided at the 
next meeting of the Board of Directors. 

The plan is to have sessions of the con- 
vention mornings in Music Hall, and the 
afternoons will be passed by delegates in 
visiting points of interest in St. Louis. 
As a part of the convention there will be 
an exhibition at the Ex. of artificial limbs 
and arrangements are being made to have 
goods from every manufacturer and dealer 
in the United States represented in the 
display. 

One of the persons most interested in this 
convention is Dr. Warren B. Outten, chief 
surgeon of the Missouri Pacific Railroad 
Hospital. He has promised to interest sur- 
geons throughout the land in the session 
and has agreed to deliver the opening dad- 
dress. 

The committee having the matter in 
charge is composed of the following: Will- 
jam Trower, William Nierbauer, Ed- 
ward A. Roberts, J. A. Frazer, Al Bisch, 
Warren Whitzette, Eugene Stange, Joseph 
Gilman and William Il. Mellie. 

The three first named form the executive 
committee of the larger tn 4 and can be 
found at 9 Union Trust ullding. Mr. 
Trower lives at 217 Kansas street; Mr. 
Nierbauer at $222 Water street, and Mr. 
Roberts at 6710 Pennsylvania avenue. 

The idea of such a convention was first 
broached at a meeting of Missouri Pacific 
and Iron Mountain employes. The plan 
caught on and committees were appointed 
to confer with managers of different rail- 
roads and surgeons at the hospitals. It 
met with their hearty apprebation and 
they promised to do all in their power to 
make it a success. 

Thus the convention will be unique in 
another respect, in that railroad officials 
and employes will join together. The ob- 
ject of the convention is to ameliorate the 
condition of the maimed and it will have 
three distinct features—the assembling of 
cripples, the meeting of surgeons and the 
exhibit of artificial limbs. 

In order that the attendance may be large 
railway and labor unions in general have 
been communicated with, and hundreds 
from points all over the United States have 
to send delegates who have lost eith- 
Grand Army posts and 
other organizations that are the outgrowth 


of the civil war have also promised to in- 


terest themselves. 


As the convention is now an assured suc- 


cess, the committee issued the following ad- 


dress Wednesday morning: 

A convention of one armed and one 
legged men has been called and will 
meet in the Exposition building in St. 
Louls on - , 1897. 

The object of the convention will be 
the amelioration of the condition of this 
class of unfortunates, and a spec'al pro- 
gramme, containing subjects of inter- 
est to them, will be presented for dis- 
cussion, 

There will be an unprecedented dis- 
play of artificial limbs and special ap- 
pliances for the use of the maimed and 
a portion of the time will be devoted to 
the examination and discussion of use- 
ful adjuncts to the comfort of the 
crippled. One very important purpose 
of the convention fe to bring into clcse 
relationship the surgeons and the mak- 
ers of artificial limbs, and it is believed 
that conferences between the crippled 
the surgeons and the manufacturers o 
limbs will result in great improvements, 
which will tend to the advantage of the 
unfortunate. 

To give interest to the occasion, an 
evening will be devoted to the display 
on the stage of Music Hall, of feats of 
strength, skill and endurance by one-

HUMPHREY BILLS. 
KNOCKED OUT

ONE BY THE EMPHATIC VOTE OF 
123 TO 29 


THE OTHER UNANIMOUSLY. 


Opposition Stood Firmly by Their Col- 
ors and the Enacting Clauses 
Were Stricken Out. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., May 12.—The agony 
is over. The Humphrey bills are dead. 
No. 258, the one extending franchises of 
street railways fifty years, was taken up 
by the House this morning, and on motion 
the enacting clause was stricken out, the 
vote being 123 yeas to 29 nays. 

The enacting clause of the Humphrey 
Commission bill No. 148, was stricken out by 
a vive voce vote. 


Balley, Miller, Shanahan and others of the 
steering committee, having in charge the op- 
position to the bills, were on the floor of 
the House early, getting their supporters 
together. It was at first decided to allow 
no speeches. The programme was for the 
Speaker to recognize Miller of Cook and he 
was to move to strike out the enacting 
clause. Balley was then to move the prev- 
ious question, 

After the plans had been effected, Speak- 
er Curtis knocked them into a cocked hat. 
He said he did not intend to be unfair and 
that as soon as Miller moved to strike out 
the enacting clause, he would recognize an 
advocate of the bill, and that side should 
be gresented. The opponents claimed to 
have a support of ninety votes this morn- 
ing. The galleries filled rapidly with lob- 
byists, who were not allowed on the floor 
to-day. 

When 11 o’clock, the hour for the coneid- 
eration of the Humphrey bills, arrived, the 
House was considering the butterine bill. 
Tisdel said he did not desire that this bill 
go over as unfinished business. He moved 
that its further consideration be postponed 
until after the Humphrey Dills, had been 
disposed of. There were objections to this, 
but the motion prevailed. 

Clerk Reeve then read bill 258, extending 
franchises of street railways fifty years. 

During the reading of the bill Nohe cre- 
ated a sensation by rising to a question of 
personal privilege, and stating that Alder- 
man Gunther of Chicago, who stood near 
him, was trying to intimidate him for fa- 
wore, the bills. He desired his removal. 
The Speaker ordered the doorkeeper to 
keep outsiders away from members during 
the consideration of the bills. Gunther told 
Nohe that the people of Chicago would fix 
him when he went home. 

At the last minute the opponents of the 
bills changed their tactics. When bill 258 
was called up Miller moved to strike out 
the enacting clause. ‘‘Upon that motion,” 
said he, “I desire the floor. He then moved 
the previous question and Selby seconded 
the motion. 

Speaker Curtis hesitated, as he had ex- 
pected that debate was to be allowed. He 
put the motion, however, and it carried. 

The roll was then ordered and Nohe rose 
to a question of privilege. He said he had 
been reputed by the press as the champion 
of the Humphrey bills. The allegation, he 
said, was untrue. He believed that Chicago 
needed legislation of this character, but 
there area great many undesirable features 
in the measure. “If I have a friend on the 
floor,’’ said he, “I hope he will vote to kill 
this bill.’’ 

There were a number of efforts by mem- 
bers to explain votes on roll call, but the 
opponents of the bills prevented speech- 
making. 

The enacting clause was stricken out by 
a vote of 123 yeas to 29 nays. The announce- 
ment of the vote brought forth cheers 
from the galleries and from the members. 


The consideration of b!ll 148, which was 
also a special order, occasioned the greatest 
excitement. Before it was finally disposed 
of, Selby had accused the opponents of the 
bill of working in the dark and had been 
branded as a Har by Shanahan. 

Selby moved to strike out the enacting 
clause of the measure and upon this motion 
he made a fiery speech, in which he said 
that a majority of those who voted in op- 
position to the bill 258 were intimidated into 
doing so by the newspapers and the outside 
pressure brought to bear on them, 
charged that members were not acquainted 
with the provisions of the bill. He said he

SHE BELIEVES 
IN HER HUSBAND. 


A WIFE’S LOVE THAT HAS OUT- 
LASTED ADVERSITY. 


HAPPY DAYS NEAR AT HAND. 


Devotion of A. B. Crawford’s Wife 
Through His Trial and Fall 
From Affluence to Poverty. 


Among the guests at the Planters’ is Mrs. 
A. B. Crawford of Springfield, Mo. She was 
made sorrowful about two years ago by the 
incarceration of her husband, A. B. Craw- 
ford, in the Missoun penitentiary. That 
sorrow is mixed with joy now because the 
term in prison is practically at an end. 
Through all the trouble Mrs. Crawford has 
remained loyal to her husband. In many 
respects her exhibition of fidelity is remark- 
able. 

For several years A. B. Crawford was 
cashier of a bank at Springfield. He was 
young, but he ranked with the most able 
financiers in the Ozark metropolis. From 
office boy in one of the banks he pushed 
forward until he organized and operated an- 
other bank, as important as the one 
in which he started. 

Crawford was regarded as a wonder in 
financial circles. Starting with nothing but 
a determination to become wealthy he was 
about to realize his ambition when the panic 
of 1893 came. His bank, like many others 
throughout the country, was upon the verge 
of disaster. To a man of Crawford's tem- 
perament such a fate seemed terrible. Some- 
a must be done to avert the calamity. 
His bank was watched more closely than 
any of the others. Many of the old-timers 
at S@ringfleld who had seen Crawford rise 
from a farm boy to a responsible position 
expressed the belief that he would be able 
to weather the storm. Other banks kept 
closing their doors, still the Crawford bank 
continued doing business. 

The crash finally came. His bank was 
a national institution, and the Government 
made an inspection. Crawford was arrest- 
ed on the charge of fraud. A long legal bat- 
tle followed, and conviction in the Federal 
Court resulted. Crawford was taken to the 
penitentiary. 

The Springfield banker fought desperately 
until he realized that resistance was useless, 
He has made a model prisoner. Within a 
very short time he will be liberated. Craw- 
ford has been serving as an accountant in 
the penitentiary, and it is said that he is 


thoroughly familiar with all the details of | 


financial management in that mammoth in- 
stitution. The penitentiary officials regard 
Crawford as the brightest man ever sent 
to the Missouri prison. 

When the penitentiary walls shut Banker 
Crawford out from the world everybody in 
Springfield wondered if Mrs. Crawford's de- 
votion to her husband would be shaken. The 
question was soon answered. Frequent 
trips were made by her to Jefferson City t!n 
order that she might see the prisoner, and 
in every way she has sought to soothe the 

ain of prison Nfe. The banker's wife never 

elleved him gullty. 

Prior to the financtal cloud which rutned 
Crawford he and his wife were members of 
the “Four Hundred” of Springfield. No 
woman in the Ozark city was garbed in more 
costly raiment. Crawford was for several 
years the owner of the Baldwin Theater. 
the largest building in the town. He had 
other property interests, and while he lived 
in affluence he was never charged with go- 
ing beyond his means. Mrs, Crawford is a 
sister of Col. John O’Day, formerly at the 
head of the 'Frisco Railroad. Col. O’Day 
enjoys the distinction of being the wealthiest 
31 ow. ePringfeld, his fortune being about 


Crawford's entire belongings were swept 
away in the settlement of the bank's affairs 
and in defending his case in court.  } 
Crawford has made her home in Springfield 
suring the imprisonment of her husband, 
but she passes a part of her time at Jeffer- 
son City. On these trips she visits St. 
Louls. A few years ago she was well known 
here in society.

TURKEY'S ARMY 
ADVANCING. 


THE PORTE IS NOT YET READY 
TO MAKE PEACE. 


EDHEM PASHA AT PHARSALA, 


Greeks Strongly Intrenched at Do- 
mokos and a Battle Is 


Expected There. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, May 12.—The Am- 
bassadors met for an exchange of views 
on the subject of mediation. In the mean- 
while the Turks are advancing in Greece, 
Edhem Pasha's original orders being to 
march upon Athens. 

Uneasiness prevails here on the subject of 
peace negotiations. It is feared that the 
reported conditions will render an agree- 
ment difficult and cause further complica- 
tions. It is expected Russia may propose 
pentas 2a to the Macedonians. 

The director of the Deutsche Bank of Ber- 
lin is expected here shortly with the pro- 
posals to reorganize the Turkish finances, 
conclude a loan and secure railway con- 
ceseions. 

The Ambassadors of the powers held an- 
other meeting this morning, after which 
they presented at the palace and to the 
Turkish Government a collective note pro- 
posing an armistice pending the negotia- 
tions for peace between Turkey and Greeos, 
which are now in progress. 

The admirals in command of the foreign 
fleets in Cretan water have been notified 
of the mediation of the powers between 
Turkey and Greece, and have been in- 
structed to permit the departure of the 
Greek troops from the Island of Crete, 

A decree issued to-day by the council of 
Ministers orders a battalion of gen d’armes 
to Larissa and also appoints the former 
Ottoman Consyls at Volo, Larissa and 
Trikkala to be Kaimakams, or adminietra- 
tors, of thase districts, with powers to 
organize Turkish administration in those 
parts of Greece. 

The Sultan will personally defray the 
cost of the war medals which are to be 
presented to the Turkish troops which 
have taken part in the campaign against 
the Greeks. 


PHARSALA, May 12.—Edhem Pasha, the 
Turkish commander-in-chief, has estab- 
lished hia headquarters on a hill opposite 
Pharsala. 

The Greek trregulars are raiding parte of 
Thessaly and trregular Greek bands have 
attempted to cut the Turkish line of com- 
munication with Elassona, 

Important fighting is expected between 
the Turkre and Greeks unless an armistice 
is immediately agreed upon at Constanti- 
nople. A: 

PARIS, May 12.—According to a dispatch 
received here from Constantinople, all the 
Ambassadors of the powers there have 
agreed upon the question of mediation be- 
tween Turkey and Greece and only a few 
details as to its form remain to be settled, 


THE TURKS ADVANCE. 


Main Body Is Within a Short Distance 
of Domokos., 


NEW YORK, May 12.-—A dispatch to a 
local paper from Domokos, dated yester- 
day, says: 

The Turks are advancing. At this hour 
(10 p. m.) the Turkish advance can be seen 
from the Acropolis, Domokos highest 
point. The main Body is now only tweive 
miles distant. Several reconnoitering par- 
tles have observed it at close quarters. it 
is rumored that the Turkish cavairy have 
reached the banks of Lake Xenias, in the 
Greek rear.

The Greek 
soldiers are patient and apparently cheer- 
ful, although they are almost without food 
and seem to be eager to meet the enemy, 

The route of the Turkish advance is 
‘marked by the smoke of burning villages. 


FLED TO ARTA. 
The Greek Forces in Epirus Abandon 


Their Arms. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, May 12.—The Turk- 
ish military commander at Janina tele- 
graphs that all the Greek forces in Epirus 
have fied to Arta, abandoning 3,900 rifles, 
20 cases of ammunition and a mountain 
gun. Seventy-nine Greeks were killed in 
the recent fighting. The fourth batch of 
wounded Turkish soldiers bas arrived 


here. 


TURKISH STEAMER TAXEN. 


Captured by Greek Warships Off Asia 
Minor. 


ATHENS, May 12.—Advices received here 
from the Island of Skiathos, of the coast 
of the Volo Penineula, says that the Greek 
gunboat Venus and the Greek torpedo boat 
No. 14 captured yesterday off the Isiand 
ef Tenedos, on the west feoast of Asis 
Minor, a Turkish steamer having on board 
one hundred Turkish soldier, a:x officers, 
three hundred Martini rifies, several thou- 
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various civil authorities of Epirus, sayin 
that fourteen villages between Toulour an 
Kastrosykia have been burned nA the 
Turks, after all the women and children 
had been massacred, except a few, who hid 
in the fastness of Mount Zalongos, famous 
during the War of Independence, and a few 
marshes along the shore and managed final- 
ly to get aboard the Greek ships, half dead 
with hunger and fear. 

Not a stone of the village of Kamarina is 
left Standing. The men fought like lions in 
defense of the.women, who sought refuge in 
the woods and caves of Mount Zaiongos, 
and; when chased by the Turks, jumped 
from precipices to avoid capture and dis- 
honor. 


ARTA, May 12.—It ts reported that the 
Turks have severed the arms and legs of all 
the Greeks found in a village on the plain 
of Louris and left the mutilated bodies by 
the roadside to terrorize the population. 


WHAT IS TURKEY UP TO? 


Extensive War Preparations Which 
Are Not Understood. 


LONDON, May 12.—A dispatch to the 
Standard from Constantinople says: It is 
reported that orders have bern sent out 
for the mobilization of the 5th and 6th 
Army Corps reserves, stationed at Bagdad 


and ine Syria, and for the immediate dis- 
patch of fifty battalions to Kenieh, from 
which point they will be taken to Ismced, 
in: Asia Minor. 

Theso preparations, which involve an ex- 
pense that Turkey is quite unable to bear, 
cannot be required against Greece,and they 
excite anxiety as indicating that Turkey is 
preparing either to confront a more form'‘d- 
able foe or to place herself tn such a strong 
position that she will be able to ignore the 
powers and their plan of mediation. 

Three staff officers have been sent to the 
depots of the 4th Army Corps, at Erze- 
roun and Erzering, to report whether 
there is a sufficient supply of arms and 
equipments to mobilize the reserves of that 
corps, 


Brave Words. From Constautine. 


ATHENS May 12.—Crown Prince Constan- 
tine has issued the following address to the 
troops at Domokos: 

“Soldiers—The Greek army retires to Do- 
mokos because our positions at Pharsala 
Were not strong enough against an enemy 
greatly superior {in numbers; but the pos!- 

lons yon occupy here are so strong that 
our army may be considered invincible. I 
am confident that you will be able not only 
to repulse with success every attack of the 
enemy, but that you will shortly be able 
to’ take the offensive and compel him to 
abandon Greek territory. Remember yon 
defend the sacred soll of the fatherland, and 
the honor ofthe Kingand nation. The ene- 
my must not be allowed to make a further 
step into Greece, I know you have suffered 
and are sttll suffering many privations, af- 
ter having been obliged to fight so many 
days, but we must endure these privations 

atiently, confident that we are doling our 
uty to our fatherland.

Gov. Johnson Objected to Mr, Bishop’s 
Attempt to Impeach His Own 
Witness. 


Gov. Charles P. Johnson and Orr'ck C. 
Bishop quarreled during the trial of Lee 
Shelton, alias Stack Lee, in Judge With- 
row’s court Wednesday. 

They talked of fighting, and Attorney 
Bishop shoved the ex-Governor. 

Gov. Johnson is counsel for Shelton and 
Mr. Bishop is special counse] for the State. 

The State put Henry Krumm, a negro, on 
the witness stand. His testimony was not 
what Mr. Bishop expected. The witness 
stated that he was at Bill Curtis’ saloon on 
the night of the murder. He said Lyons 
drew a knife before Shelton attacked him. 

Mr. Bishop arose and drew from «his 
pocket a statément signed by the witness. 
Mr. Bishop said he had been taken by sur- 
prise and he desired to introduce the state- 
ment in order to Impeach his witness. 


Gov. Johnson objected. The jury was 
sent from the court-room, while counsel 
argued the proposition. 

Mr. sagen - said that the statement ne had 
from the witness was obtained in the office 
of the Circuit Attorney during preparation 
for the former trial. Questions were pro- 
pounded by Judge Zachritz,who at that time 
was Circuit Attorney, and by Mr. Bishop 
as Assistant Circuit Attorney. 

The State, Mr. Bishop argued had a per- 

fect right to expect that he would testify 
the same when the Case was tried as at the 
examination. He had been entrapped by the 
witness and he wanted to impeach him with 
his own signed statement. 
Gov. Johnson said the State could under 
no circumstances impeach its own witness. 
“The statement should have no standing in 
any court,”’ said Gov. Johnson. 

“It was not made under oath. The state- 
ment merely says the witness knows noth- 
ing about the case, and eounsel for the 
State has no right to plead supeise. 
“There are Courts of Record, where these 
statements can be procured, First, at the 
Coroner’s inquest. Then in the Court of 
Criminai Correction. The Circuit Attor- 
ney has no right to take a man in his 
private office and obtain a written state- 
ment to flaunt in his face tn case his testi- 
mony should vary at the trial. The wit- 
ness has a perfect right to say ‘he knows 
nothing and he need not tell the truth, for 
he’s not under oath.” 

Judge Withrow. interposed the remark 
that morals were at a pretty low ebb if the 
Governor’s proposit'on was true. 

“We are not arguing morals,’’ continued 
Gov. Johnson. “When it is posstble for 
sneaking detectives to pry around and ob- 
tain statements by fraud it is time for men 
to be careful,’’ 

Lawyer Bishop jumped angrily from his 
seat and exclaimed: 

“What do you mean by your insulting in- 
s‘nuation? Do you refer te myself or to 
Judge Zachritz?’’ 

“I referred to neither of you. I said de- 
tectives, not lawvers.” 

“But it was Mr. Zachritz and myself who 
obtained the statement, and not dotectives. 
Your insinuation is a dishonorable one and 
shows that you are deficient In manhood.”’ 

“There was nothing personal in my re- 
mark,”’ said Gov, Johnson, ‘‘but if you are 
looking for a personal encounter, I will 
give it to you.” 

Judge Withrow called for order and a 
deputy sheriff stepped between the two 
lawyers. 

Mr. Bishop began an address 
court showing why the s'grned 
sthovld be admitted. Gov. Johnson 
rupted. 

Rishop walked angrily across the floor 
and with great force caught Gov. Johnson 
by the arm and pushed him from the bar. 

“Gov. Johnson,”’ he shouted, ‘‘do not for- 
get yourself too far. I am addressing the 
court,” 

Then he proceeded with his talk. Gov. 
Johnson followed and said the ‘courts 
would not sustain the contemptible meth- 
odg resorted to by the counsel for the State 
to make a case. 

Judge Withrow said he had been lenient 
with the counvel and had heard all they 
had to say. ‘‘Now.”’ said the court, “I will 
tell you what I think about it. 
State’s officials acted properly. If they 
had not secured the statement they would 
have been neglectful of their duty.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, May .12.—The House 
passed by a vote of 10 to 7, Shanahan’s bill 
designéd to do away with the six day bicycle 
race, Its text is as follows: 


Sec. 1—That it shall be unlawful for 
any person, persons or corporations to 
engage, take part. or conduct a bicycle 
contest, matc or race of more than 
twelve consecutive hours’ duration with- 
out a rest of six.econsecutive hours fol- 
lowing each twelve hours’ racing. 

Sec. 2—It shall, be unlawful for any 

erson, persons or cerpemees to rent, 
ease, let or hire any building, race track, 
park or road, be they public or private, 
to any one for the purpose of conducting 
a bicycle race not in accord with sec- 
tion one of this act, 

Sec. 3—Whosoever shall be found gull- 
ty of violating any of the provisions of 
this act shall be deemed gullty of a mis- 
demeanor and liable to a fine of not less 
than $2, nor more than $500, or a sen- 
tence of not less than thirty days nor 
more than one year in the county jall or 
House of Correction, according to the 
discretion of the court.

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CUBANS MAKE DASHES AROUND 
THE OUTPOSTS. 


PLOT AGAINST GEN. WEYLER. 


Gen. Lee’s Report to the State Depart- 
ment Is a Sensational 
Document. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., May 12.—A band 
of Cubans under Delgado approached Ha- 
vana, firing at the outposts. The firing was 
heavy for over an hour, and it is said that 
several Spanish soldiers were killed and 
wounded, and that the Cubans’ loss was 
etill greater. 

The Cubans are making frequent dashes 
around the outposts with their cavalry, and 
every morning from ten to twenty-five 
wounded Spanish soldiers are taken into the 
city hospitals. 


PLOT AGAINST WEYLER. 


Fondesviela Has, Accordingly, Been 
Relieved From Duty 


NEW YORK, May 12.—A dispatch to the 
Journal from Havana, via Key West, Says: 
Col. Fondesviela, former Spanish command- 


ant of the town of Guanabacoa, has been 
relieved by Capt.-Gen. Wey ler. 

This was done under instructions, it is 
said, from Madrid, pending the result of 
new investigations into the Ruiz case, eX- 

ected to be commenced upon the arrival at 

Javana of Mr. Calhoun, the special com- 
missioner sent out by President McKinley. 

Iam told that Fondesviela is charged by 
high palace officials with being connected 
with a “Masonic conspiracy calculated to 
bring about Weyler’s personal downfall, 
spread mutinous sentiment through the 
army, work up a fraternal feeling unfriend- 
ly to a continuance of bloodshed and to pop- 
a the idea of Spanish military evacu- 

on.”’ 

Documents compromising Fondesviela are 
said to have been seized, in the shape of 
Masonic appeals addressed in his own hand- 
writing to brother Masons also officers in 
the army and to others who are Cuban 
leaders fighting in the field. 


GEN. LEE’S REPORT. 


The Document a Strong Argument for 
the Insurgent Cause. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 12.—Those 
who profess to be familiar with the con- 
tents of the confidential report sent to the 
State Department recently by Consul Gen- 


eral Leo, and which was referred to in the 
Senate debate yesterday, assert that it Is a 
strong argument for the insurgent cause. 
They say it declares that the insurgents 
are gaining strength daily; that Weyler is 
a liar, and that the misery and starvation 
in Cuba are of a character almost to pass 
belief. Gen. Lee says that Gen. Weyler 
has been a complete failure as a military 
commander, and that his declaration of the 
pacification of various provinces in Cuba is 
wholly. unjustified by the facts. The re- 
port says that the insurgents have carried 
out their plan of campaign successfully 
since the beginning of the revolution, and 
that it has been, and will be, a complete 
success. Gen. Lee says that on purely 
military grounds the United States would 
he —— in recognizing the insurgents. as 
belligerent forces, and that on the ground 
of humanit such action is imperatively 
necessary, for in no other way can Spain 
be forced to treat the captured patriots as 
prisoners of war. 

Accompanying the report from the Consul 
General are similar documents from Con- 
suls in Mantanzas and other towns away 
from the capital, all of the same general 
tenor.

Fined for Th Offenses. 
Joseph Fry, reported to have attempted 
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MURDERERS OF LOUIS BOLINGER. 
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YOUNG BELCHER, ALLEGED ACCOM- NOAH BELCHER, THE MURDERER. 
YOUNG CISCO, ALLEGED ACCOMPLICE. 


BOLINGER'S MURDER. 


Cold-Blooded Crime, an Old and Re- 
spected Man Being Killed by 
an Illiterate Boy. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MOUNTAIN GROVE, Mo., May 12.—The 
facts educed at the preliminary hearing of 
the Lewis Bolinger murder prove that it 
was one of the most unprovoked crimes 
that ever blackened the history of a 
civilized community. The \evidence shows 
that Bolinger had been continuously tor- 
mented by young Belcher hunting on his 
premises for some time previous to the 
killing, and when he discovered the lad 
with a gun jin his fleld on that fatal Sunday 
morning, ten days ago, he again ordered 
him out, whereupon the young § fiend 
deliberately emptied two loads of buckshot 
into the old man’s body—either charge of 
which would have been sufficient to cause 
death. When Bolinger was found lying in 
the field, probably an hour afterward, he 
was unconscious, and his son, who made 
the ghastly discovery, supposed-his father 
had been kicked by a horse, as a lot of them 
were gathered about the spot where the 
victim was lying. But after being carried 
to the house, he regained consciousness 
long enough to tell that he had been shot 
by the boy, Noah Belcher. The murdered 
man was about 50 years of age, and a 
widower, while his slayer is a lad scarely 
16 years old, whose alleged accomplices are 
still younger. It is generally believed by 
those in a position to know that the crime 
was committed principally through the in- 
strumentality of older heads, who were 
anxious for the removal of Bolinger for 
reasons of theirown. And what makes the 
affair doubly deplorable is the fact that the 
murdered man was a highly intelligent, 
prosperous, reputable, peaceable citizen, 
while his murderers are of families of the 
most indigent, brutish spcimens of illiterate 
humanity. To a Post-Dispatch representa- 
tive the boy stated that he stood just nine 
steps from Bolinger when he fired the 
fatal shots; and when asked how he knew 
it was exactly that distance, he said: 
“T stepped it after he fell.”

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FIRES AT FRISCO, 


Series of Conflagrations Which Caused 
Nearly Half a Million 
Dollars’ Loss. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., May 12.—Early 
this morning fire broke out in the tannery 
of A. B. Patrick & Co., which occupies 
a strip of land on Sixth avenue south, be- 
tween Q and R streets, and two hours 
later there was little left but ruins. The 
loss to plant and stock is estimated from 
$400,000 to $425,000, with Insurance of $265,000.

MISSING INSPECTOR OF THE 
PROVIDENT UNION CO. 


HE HAS BEEN A_ CONVICT. 


His Connection With the Romance in 
the Life of a Lawyer Who 
Was Murdered. 


—_--- 


Two desks, a typewriter, a safe full of 
records that tell nothing and three ‘“‘su- 
preme” officers who would like to draw 
their salaries are all that remain of the 
Provident Union Insurance Co., which held 
forth in luxurious style in the Chemical 


bullding for six months. 

Supreme Inspector John V. Ryan has dis- 
appeared and left behind him just 28 cents 
to pay the claims of policy holders. b 

The career of the Provident Mutual com- 
pany was brief but brilliant. Ryan sup- 
plied the brilliance, and lack of funds was 
the principal reason for its brevity. 

Ryan was the whole show while it lasted. 

Smooth of tongue and majestic of manner, 
he was an impressive figure in the elegantly 
appointed headquarters of the “Supreme 
Council.’’ He worked the game to the limit, 
and left for Louisville last Friday without 
going through the formality of straightening 
up the company’s affairs. 

Those familiar with his methods and his 
preseees record believe he will not come 

ack, 

Ryan came to 8t. Louis from Dallas, 
Tex., in the latter part of November, a 
representative of the American Benevolent 
Legion. 

On December 11, 1896, he got a charter for 
the Legion from the State and opened 
offices in the Chemical building. Two 
months later he had the name of the Legion 
changed to the Provident Insurance Union. 
He was after big game from the start and 
made constant endeavors to enlist the aid 
of moneyed men and men well known in 
the community. Later developments show 
that he was utterly unscrupulous fn using 
the names of citizens without-their consent 
to further his own ends. 

By March 1 he had worked up somethin 
of a following and announced that he would 
organize a National Council in St. Louis. 
The council was organized at the Fraternal 
building in the latter part of March. 

He had succeeded in interesting a number 
of well-known citizens in the National 
Council on the representation that it was 
to be a purely mutual benevolent organiza- 
tion. Among those who joined the Nation- 
al Council were Dr. Mordecai Yarnall, Dr. 
Luther P. Walbridge, Hon. Chester H. 
Krum and F. H., Littlefield. 

After he had enrolled these gentlemen 
in the National Council, Ryan proceeded 
to use their names in connection with an- 
other organization of which they had no 
knowledge. 


Without their sanction he organized a 
Supreme Council for the purpose of doing 
a general insurance business. 

A week ago he issued a circular contain- 
ing the following list of officers of the 
Supreme Council: 

Dr. J. E. Farber, Supreme Chancellor; 
Hon: Chester H. Krum, F. H. Littlefield, 
Supreme Vice-Chancellors; W. 8. 
ing, Supreme Secretary; W. H. Fox, As- 
sistant Supreme Secretary; Hon, Frank K., 
Ryan, Supreme Counselor; N. M. Robin- 
son, Supreme Treasurer; Mordecai Yarnall, 
M. D., Luther P. Walbridge, M. D., 8u- 
preme Surgeons. 

All of these so-called officers except W. 8S. 
Browning, W. Fox and Mrs. N. M. 
Robinson deny connection with the Su- 
preme Council. Browning, Fox and Mrs. 
Robinson were salaried employes of Ryan. 

Dr. J. E. Farber was formerly Supreme 
Chancellor of the Union, but he withdrew 
h's personal and financial support two 
weeks ago and went to Dallas, Tex. 

Ryan tried to conciliate Dr. Farber and 
induce him to return to St. Loulse. When 
his efforts failed he shook the dust of St. 
Louis from his feet, leaving Browning, Fox 
and Mrs. Robinson to hold the bag. 

Browning was to receive a salary of $5,000 
a year and Fox $3,000, but they say they 
never received anything. 

Ryan took with h'm the list of charter 
members and Browning and Fox say they 
have nothing to show who paid the money 
to the company. The only names on the 
records in their possession are those of 
W. H. Eyre, 3000A Chestnut; L. P. Schnei- 
der, Laclede Building; H. V. Berry, 20 
North Eighth street; W. A. Tebeau, 7121 
South Broadway; G. M. Malloy, 1710 Di- 
Vision street; W. E. Cavanaugh, 2221 Wash 
street, and E. F. Callahan, 4105 Finney av- 
enue,. All of these had taken out policies, 
but had not paid in anything. 

Mrs. Robinson, the treasurer, saye that 
she never collected any money except once 
when a policy-holder went to the office 
with 70 cents. She turned the money over 
to Ryan. 

According to Browning, Fox and Mrs. 
Robinson Ryan looked after the cash books 
himself and guarded them jealously. The 
only statement he left show: that up to 
March 28 $1,288,387 had been collected. 

Under the head of disbursements is a 
statement that $1,097.13 was paid out. 

Mrs. Robinson has no idea what this 
money went for, ag she ie sure no benefits 
were ever paid. 

The books show a balance of $191.24. Mrs. 
Robinson's accounts show that there is 
just 28 cents in the treasury. 

Those whose names were used by Ryan 
without their consent say they will make 
it hot for him, 

F. H. Littlefield, who was advertised as 
Supreme Vice-Chancellor, says he never 
had any connection with the Supreme 
Council, He says he was asked to accept 
an Office in the National Council, but re- 
fused to do so. He says he will take the 
matter into the courts. 

Dr. Mordecai Yarnall says he never 
authorized the publication of his name. 
He examined three or four applicants at 
Ryan's request. He says he was called on 
to put up money, but refused. 


St. Loufsans who know Ryan’s previous 
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record say that he lived in Memphis, Tenn., 
for several years. hago in his career 
illustrates the audacity of his nature more 
than his residence there. He first came into 
public notice because of a fight he had 
with a man whom he cha with slan- 
dering him. The man claimed that Ryan 
had swindled him. 

Somebody looked up Ryan’s record and 
found that he was ex-convict. He was sent 
to the penitentiary of one of the Gulf 
States for forgery, or a crime of that 
nature, He was questioned ahout the state- 
ment that he had worn the stripes and said 
frankly that it was true. He contended, 
however that he was innocent, and that 
he was striving to live down his old repu- 
tation. The position he took in this matter 
made him some friends, but he lost them 
eventually. 

He was married when he came to Mem- 

his, and went with his wife to board at a 

ouse next door to the home of David H. 
Poston, one of the most prominent members 
of the Memphis bar. A few acquaintances 
of Mr. Poston knew that there was a ro- 
mance connected with his marriage. The 
contiguity of *Ryan and his wife to the 
Poston home revived the story and it soon 
became a matter of common gossip. 

Mrs. Poston when a girl was married to 
John V. Ryan. He maltreated her and a 
few months after their marriage he was 
sent to the penitentiary. His wife sued 
for divorce and got it. Her lawyer was 
David H. Poston. He and his client fell in 
love and were married. 

When Ryan came to Memphis with his 
other wife the Postons had a large family 
of children. The heartless egotism of Ryan 
in remaining in a house next door to the 
home of the woman whose early life he 
had embittered made him unpopular. He 
seemed to enjoy the situation and paraded 
himself in front of the Poston mansion with 
marked assurance. It was apprehended 
that Mr. Poston might lose patience some 
day and shoot the fellow. 

Lait before Ryan had lived two months 
next door to his former wife’s home, Pos- 
ton was himself dead by the hand of an 
assassin. Col. H. Clay King shot him down 
in the heart of the city at midday because 
he was counsel for Gen. Gideon J. Pillow’s 
widow, whom King was suing to recover 

is estate, which he had given to her. Col. 
King is now serving a life sentence in the 
Fennessee penitentiary. 

Ryan was engaged in numerous schemes 
while in Memphis and sundry charges of 
fraud were made against him in chancery 
pleadings. 


After leaving Memphis Ryan ran a build- 
inz association in New Orleans. Early in 
1895 he went to San Francisco and launched 
the American Benevolent Legion of which 
the Provident Insurance Union is an off- 
shoot. 

He had not been there long before the 
authorities got after him for violating the 
law in writing straight old line insurance 
under the charter of a mutual company. 
He was ruled out of the State and went to 
Dallas, Tex., where he interested Maj. W. 
J. Swain, C. E,. Perry and John E. Farber 
in organizing a State council. 

Last November he proposed that a na- 
tional council be started in St. Louis. Maj. 
Swain, who is now in St. Louis, says that 
Ryan was given $100 to organize a St. Louis 
council with, but before train time he spent 
the money for drink and was found in jail 
next morning sobering up. In the latter 
part of November he was given more money 
and came to Bt. uls. 

Maj. Swain came on to St. Louls, arriving 

here Dec. 7. He found Ryan penniless, he 
says. 
Then followed the organization of the Su- 
preme Council. Swain drew out shortly 
afterwards and Dr. Furber came in. He, 
too, severed his connection with the firm. 
It was then that Ryan appointed his stenog- 
rapher treasurer, and took charge of the 
cash books RAimself. 

Attorney Frank K. Ryan, counselor for the 
company, is nota relative of John V. Ryan. 
He still thinks the company will turn out 
all right. 

The company’s rent fell due Wednesday 
morning. Assistant Secretary Fox told the 
agent he would have to satisfy himself our 
of the company’s furniture and effects, ag 
there was no money in sight. 

John V. Ryan put up a great front while 
in St. Louis. Those who know him say he 
had a passion for women and almost a 
mania for making appointments through the 
personal columns of newspapers. 

He told acquaintances here that he was 
a widower, so it is presumed that the wife 
he had with him in Memphis !s dead. 

Ryan is a sturdily built, thick-chested 
man, apparently 45 pees old. He has a 
fierce, sandy mustache and usually wears 
a Prince Albert coat, closely buttoned, and 
a silk hat. He poses as a fire-eater and 
is fond of explaining his prowess with the 
fair ones.

It is not surprising that the official re- 
ports of Consul-General Lee, intimations 
of the character of which are now being 
given, are said to be of a nature that 
would lead to our recognition within 
twenty-four hours, not only of Cuban bel- 
ligerency but of Cuban independence. 

It was significant that while the Cleve- 
land-Olney regime remained in power 
none of the official communications of 
Consul-General Lee to the State De- 
partment were made public. They were 
official communications, concerning a 
subject in which the people of this coun- 
try took a vital interest, and as to which 
they had aright to be informed through 
their official representatives. But even 
the fact that there had been a prolonged 
controversy between the Consul-General 
and the Administration was not made 
known until Gen. Lee had tendered his 
resignation. 

There is abundant reason to believe 
that the charge, made a year or more 
ago, that the reports of our Consuls at 
other Cuban ports than Havana had 
been in some cases deliberately sup- 
pressed, and in others mutilated to suit 
the purposes of the Cleveland-Olney pol- 
icy, Certainly there is a suspicious ab- 
sence of reports from some quarters and 
a suspicious lack of information concern- 
ing the war and its progress and its ef- 
fect on Cuban industry and American 
rights and interests in others.

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WHY WHEAT DON’T ADVANCE. 
The condition of the growing wheat 
crop is such; and the drain upon the old 
stocks of wheat, owing to short crops 
and famine abroad, has been such that 
higher wheat prices strike many men as 
a natura] and inevitable result. 

They are convinced that pfices should 
not only go higher, but remain higher. 
Government crop reports favor the argu- 
ment for higher prices. The movements 
of grain and the amounts shown to be 
in transit strengthen it. Old stocks are 
being rapidly exhausted, and official fig- 
ures prove reduced acreage and poor con- 
dition of the crop soon to be harvested. 

3ut no considerable permanent advance 
in price can be made. 

There is always a speculative clique in 
the market organized for the purpose of 
keeping down the price of wheat until 
the crop is out of the farmers’ hands. 
This was done last year, it is done every 
year, and it can be done again this year. 

What makes it: possible? The gold 
standard. The great depressing. in- 
fluence in the market now, which para- 
lyzes all tendencies toward higher prices, 
is the price of foreign exchange, Gold is 
in demand and the greater the demand 
the greater its value and the less the rel- 
ative value of commodities for which it 
is exchanged. During the existence of 
conditions under which this country 
grew, when money was not constantly 
appreciating in value in comparison with 
everything else, it was possible for prices 
to advance, But with a money supply 
always less than the demand for it, a 
short supply of a commodity bears no 
legitimate relation to its market value. 

As a result combinations to depress 
prices otf commodities and then to ad- 
vance them for the profit of the specu- 
lators are easy to those who can ma- 
nipulate the movement of the gold sup- 
ply. When it is possible to corner the 
money of the world it is possible to cor- 
ner anything.

New York has two new anti-trust laws, 
One provides a penalty of $5,000 fine and 
imprisonment for one year for any per- 
sons, or corporation by its officers and dl- 
rectors, to enter into any agreement, 
contract or arrangement to create or 
maintain a monopoly or prevent or re- 
strain competition in the manufacture 
or sale of any article in common use. 
Another law cancels and repeals the 
charters of all companies that restrain 
trade or prevent competition in the nec- 
essaries of life. It requires all corpora- 
tions doing business in the State, except 
banks and railroads, to make detailed 
annual reports of their business, as- 
sets, liabilities, ete., under oath, with a 
heavy penalty for neglect. In addition 
to such penalty, a failure to make a re- 
port will render every individual] di- 
rector personally liable for all the debts 
of the ¢orporation. It has been a good 
year for anti-trust legislation. The bat- 
tle against combinations to prevent com- 
petition should be kept up all over the 
country,

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Everybody has read about the lawless- 
ness of Kentucky toll gate mobs, but 
everybody has not read of the cause of 
this lawlessness. As might be supposed 
it is the result of corporation greed. 
Lexington people can drive two miles out 
without paying any toll, while the farm. 
ers pay from 25 to 60 eents for every 
five miles. This is exceedingly burden- 
some to small farmers and market pro- 
ducers. The Legislature passed an act 
providing that each county should decide 
the question of abolishing toll gates, but 
the toll-gate stockholders influenced the 
county courts to decide that there must 
be a count of the full voting population of 
each county, and by this quibble the toll 
gates were kept up. The Kentucky 
farmers tried peaceable methods before 
they resorted to violence.

The statue of Washington—that $250,000 
one—in Philadelphia is said to have been 
modeled after the portrait of the Father of 
His Country, painted by Gilbert Stuart, and 
now in the White House. If such be the 
case, it is not Washington at all below the 
neck and part of the shoulders, for Stuart 
painted only a bust portrait. The com- 
pleted figure was painted afterward by 
Winstanley, with Col. Smith, son-in-law 
of President John Adams, as a model for 
the unfinished body and limbs. Washing- 
ton was a man of splendid proportions, al- 
most a giant, and Col. Smith was the only 
man of that day who could wear George's 
clothes without a misfit. 

In 1814, when Gen. Ross and Admiral 
Cockbufn, two British flirebrands and 
wreckers, drove Dolly Madison away from 
the White House, the wife of the President 
turned back to save this portrait of Wash- 
ington. It was hanging on the wall, and 
caught her eye just as the British reached 
the threshold. At the risk of capture 
she resolved to save it, and save it she did, 
though the servants were obliged to chop 
it out of the frame with anax. The canvas 
was sent in a hack to a woman of the name 
of Baker, living beyond Georgetown. Iifty 
years later it was renovated and rehung in 
the White House.

APPOINTMENT OF BRCEKER. 


The Street Commissioner Says It Was 
to Please the Dear Good 
Onkel Henry. 


Has Street Commissioner Milner surren- 
dered to the push? This is the question of 
the hour at the City Hall. 

The push say he has. Mr. Milner says he 
hasn't. And there you are. 

For several days Mr. Milner has been in 
the saddle.

Col. Broadhead was born in Albemarle 
County, Va., seventy-eight years ago. He 
had been a resident of Bowling Green five 
years when this marriage took place. He 
had been five years a member of the bar. 
His notable career had just commenced. 
Two years before his marriage he was 
elected to the constitutional convention of 
the State and in the year of his marriage 
was sent to the State Legislature. In 180 
he received further advancement, being 
elected to the State Senate. The couple made 
their home at Bowling Green until 1899, 
when Col. Broadhead decided that a wider 
field awaited him in St. Louis. His removal 
to St. Louis was followed in 1861 by his ap- 
pointment by President Lincoln as United 
States District Attorney for the Eastern Dis- 
trict of cone anti which position he subse- 
uently resigned. 
* Mire. Broadhead has seen further distinc- 
tion continually showered upon her hus- 
band. In 1861 he was elected a member of 
the State convention which reorganized 
the State Government by a provisional one, 
and which was in session two years. He 
was hardly through with those duties, 
when in 1875 he was elected to the last 
constitutional convention which revised 
the State constitution into its present shape, 
In 1888 Mrs. Broadhead saw her husband 
elected a member of Corgress and two 
rears later honored by appointment from 
resident Cleveland as special agent to 
France, intrusted with the duty of exam- 
ining the French archives in_ connection 
with the French spajiation claims. The 
last honor bestowed upon Col, Broadhead 
by the National Government was his ap- 
pointment as Minister to Switzerland by 
President Cleveland during the latter’s 
second term. 
Col. and Mrs. Broadhead are the parents 
of Charles §. Broadhead, himself a promi- 
nent member of the St. Louls bar; Mra. 
Wm. M. Horton, wife of ex-Council- 
man Horton; and Miss Nannie Broadhead,

“The collections of the DISINTEGRATED CAL- 
CULI submitted to my examination were eight in 
number. A FRAGMENT of each collection has 
been reproduced by photographs, which are des- 
ignated by thé same letters of the alphabet as the 
analysis here following:

These PISINTEGRATED RENAL CALCULI are 
very numeadis and present themselves in the forms 
of grvins of various sizes (from that of the size of 
a pin to that of a pea) of reddish yellow color, 
véry hard and nucleus in the center.

Free uric acid—small quantity; Carbonate of Am- 
menia and Magnesia—smal!l quantity.

INTO TROUBLE. 


OFFICER SCHMOLINSKY CUT. 


He Was Protecting Patrolmen Trahey 
- and Cullin From Oliver Morton’s 
Murderous Assault. 


Patrolman William Trahey and I. Schmol- 
insky were severely stabbed during a fight 
in the disreputable house conducted by 
Claudie Morton, on Chestnut street, near 
Jefferson avenue, at 2 o’clock Wednesday 
morning. Patrolman William Cullin, who 
was also involved in the fight, was not 
wounded. 

Claudie Morton and Oliver Morton, whose 
name she has assumed, are at the Central. 
Police Station. Oliver Morton did the cut- 
ting. 

Trahey and Cullin have been suspended 
from duty pending an investigation. All 
of the officers are attached to the Seventh 
District Police Station. 

Trahey and Cullin each took a furlough 
several days ago, to last ten days, and 
were in citizens’ clothes. Schmolinsky heard 
the shouts for help, and on going to the 
house was himself stabbed. 

Trahey was cut on the left cheek from 
‘the ear to the corner of the mouth and also 
on the backs of the four fingers of his 


left hand, 

Schmolinsky’s cut is considered most se- 
rious and from it he will lose the use of 
his left hand, thus disabling him from fur- 
ther service to the force, 

Morton says that at 2 o’clock, while he 
and Claudie Morton were packing up their 
things preparatory to moving from the 
house, some one rapped at the front door. 

The woman went to the door and told 
the men, whom she recognized as Trahey 
and Cullin, that the house was closed. but 
unmindful of that Morton says the officers 
pushed by her and seated themselves in 
the parlor. 

Morton says that they announced their 
intention of staying in the house all night. 

Morton says he then went into the room 
and explained to the officers that the house 
was closed and they would have to leave. 
He says that while he was talking to them 
Cullin jumped up and struck him in the 
face with his fist, knocking him down. As 
he was getting up he heard Trahey teil 
Cullin to “‘shoot the —~” 

Then Morton drew his knife, one of ordi- 
nary pocket size with a cheap iron handle. 
Cullin rushed at him, clinching his fists 
about a pair of brass knuckles. 

hen the real fight began. The knife 
ripped Cullin’s coat and the next slash cut 
geen in Trahey’s face. Then the fingers 
of ahey’s hand were cut. 

Claudie Morton rushed to the assistance 
of Oliver and Trahey knocked her down 
and jumped on her, pinioning her down to 
the floor. 

Morton threw his arms about Cullin’s 
body to check the terrific blows of the brass 
knuckles. The two men wrestled and fel] 
to the floor, but Morton still held to the offi- 

r 


er, 

The woman was screaming for help with 
all her might. Her screams were heard by 
Patrolman Schmolinsky, who was walking a 
beat on Jefferson avenue, a half block away. 
He ran to the house 

In attempting to separate Cullin and Mor- 
ton Schmolinsky ran his hands between 
them. When Morton’s hands had been re- 
leased he swung the knife again, intending 
to — e the blade into Cullin’s body. But 
Schmolinsky raised his hand to stop the 
blow, and the blade caught him on the wrist. 
It cut to the bone, severed the tendong and 
arteries and caused a wound which will 
destroy the use of the hand. 
Trahey and Cullin give another version of 
the fight. They say they were passing by 
Claudie Morton’s house when a woman 
stuck her head out of a window and called 
for help. They rushed in and say they 
saw a man who had been beating a woman 
rush outa back door. When they attempted 
to follow the escaping man they say Morton 
drew his knife and stopped them by slashing 
away at them. 
Cullin denies having 
knuckles and Trahey says 
Cullin to shoot Morton. . 
After Schmolinsky was cut the neighbor- 
hood had been roused by the shouts and 
screams, and a telephone message was sent 
to the Four Courts for officers. 
A patrol wagon with Detectives Hatton 
and Kelly, Sergt. McFarland and several 
other officers dashed out to the house. 
While Morton was being taken out of the 
atrol wagon at the Four Courts Trahev 
s said to have drawn his revolver with 
the remark: “T’ll kill you if it costs me my 
job,’’ and made an attempt to shoot Mor- 
ton, when the detectives disarmed him. 
Trahey and Schmolinsky were taken to 
the City Dispensary, where Dr. Thompson 
dressed their wounds. Trahey was gv 
weak from the loss of blood that he was 
sent to the City Hospital. 
Chief Harrigan has ordered a thorough 
investigation and in the meantime Trahey 
and Cullin have been suspended. 
The Chief says that the mishap to Schmo- 
linsky is lamentable. He was performing 
his duty in the house and was cut in saving 
the life of Cullin. 
Monday morning Schmolinsky arrested, 
after a desperate chase, the two men who 
committed the daring robbery of Dr. Alt’s 
residence.

SECOND DAY OF THE RAILROAD 
COMMISSIONERS’ CONVENTION. 


LEGISLATION IS DISCUSSED. 


Recommendations by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission Are 
Approved,

The Railroad Commissioners’ National 
Convention at the Planters’ commenced 
work on a business basis Wednesday morn- 
ing. The introductory preliminaries were 
finished the day previous, and there was 
nothing to do at the Wednesday session but 
work. 

A lively discussion was provoked over the 
introduction of a resolution providing that 
none but Raltlroad Commissioners and ac- 
counting officers of the department be al- 
lowed to vote. The resolution was intro- 
duced by Harry C. Adams, the Interstate 
Commerce statistician. The adoption of 
such resolution would directly touch H. D. 
Bulkley of Maryland, who is attending the 
convention, not as a Railroad Commission- 
er, but as a special appointee of the Gov- 
ernor of Maryland. It was stated that Mr. 
Bulkley had pecsiotpetes in former con- 
ventions and had assisted in doing much 
good work. Several pointed speeches were 
made, in which the resolution was opposed, 
inasmuch as it would bar the man from 
Maryland. At last there was a unanimous 
decision in favor of Mr. Bulkley. 

Probably the most important action of the 
convention up to the present time was the 
report of the Committee on Legislation, 
which was adopted unanimously... Follow- 
ing is a copy of the resolutions presented by 
the legislative committee: 

Resolved, 1. That this convention does 
hereby urgently recommend the imme- 
diate passage by Congress of such legis- 
lation as will effectually prohibit the 
transporiaticn evils and abuses described 
in the annual reports of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission for the years 
1890 to 1896 inclusive, and to this end 
attention is particularly called to the 
recommendations for legislation con- 
tained in the tenth annual report of 
said Commission. 

2. That any modification of the act to 
regulate commerce intended to confer 
additional powers, privileges, or exemp- 
tions upon carriers engaged in interstate 
commerce, or persons acting for or un- 
der them, is hereby disapproved, unless 
such modification shall be recommended 
by the Commission created by said act 
and therein charged with the duty of 
executing and enforcing the provisions 
thereof, 

3. That a copy of this resolution, at- 
tested by the signatures of the chair- 
man and secretary of this convention, 
be transmitted to the Senate of the Unit- 
ed States and to the House of Repre- 
sentatives of the United States, 

The transportation evils to which-refer- 
ence is made in the foregoing resolutions, 
are numerous, as set forth by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission report. To begin 
with, the commission says that the trans- 
portation laws now in force are more or 
less tentative and experimental. Students of 
the great problem anticipate that the evo- 
lution of control by public agencies will 
eventually result in a more comprehensive 
and direct exercise of the power possessed 
by Congress to regulate internal commerce. 
“But,” says the commission, ‘‘the time has 
tego | not arrived for new departures in 
the fleld of legislation, and the commission 
{s careful to confine its recommendations 
within the limits of the original enactment. 
The distinct objects of the amedments 
urged is to give to the statutes the degree 
of completeness ‘which was designed in the 
beginning and to provide the means where- 
by its purposes can be fairly accompljshed.’’ 

The amendments suggested by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission and approved 
by the convention of State Railroad Com- 
missioners are numerous. Some'of the more 
important are as follows: 

First—That not only the officers, agents 
and employes of corporations, but that cor- 
porations themselves which are cemmon 
carriers, subject to the law governing trans- 
portation, be made liable to indictment for 
violation. 

Second—That common carriers subject to 
the law be required to adopt within such 
reasonable time as may be prescribed by 
Congress a uniform classification of freights, 
and that upon their failure.to do so the com- 
mission be au'tthorized to prescribe sifch uni- 
form classification, and that the common 
carriers be required to conform to the clas- 
sification so prescribed. 

Third—That rate sheets and reports of car- 
riers, also contracts and similar papers on 
file with the commission be made competent 
testimony and prima facie evidence of what 
they pers to be in all proceedings be- 
fore the commission, and in all judicial pro- 
ceedings. 

Fourth—That the commission be author- 
ized to appoint special agents to inquire 
into the business management of common 
carriers, the same as the commission it- 
self is now authorized. 

Fifth—That carriers be required to file 
with the commission monthly weports cov- 
ering earnings and operating expenses, 
such report to be filed within thirty days 
after the close of each month. 

After the return of the visiting commis- 
sioners from their jaunt up the river Tues- 
day, a night session was held, at which 
business was transacted with a rush. One 
of the most important features of the night 
session was the report of the committee 
on uniform classification of freight rates. 
In substance it recommended that Congress 
be urged to pass the Senate bill providing 
for the establishment of national freight 
Claseification by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission. The committee report was 
unanimously adopted. A portion of the 
statistician’s report recommended that a 
committee bé appointed to prepare a classi- 
fication touching construction and operat- 
ing expenses of electric roads, the same as 
steam railways. This report was laid over 
until the Wednesday morning. session, 
when it was adopted. 

A Wednesday night session will probably 
be required in order to complete the bust- 
ness before the convention, so Commis- 
sioner Flory, Chairman of the Arrange- 
ments Committee, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. 

President Jeffery of the Denver & Rio 
Grande road, who read a paper before the 
convention Tuesday, has invited the com- 
missioners to select Denver as their next 
meeting place. A special committee has 
been appointed to consider the proposi- 
tion. eretofore the conventions have 
been held in Washington, St. Louis being 
the first city to induce the commissioners 
of the East to come West. While this con- 
vention is not so large in ng of number, 
it ig a notable gathering by reason of the 
fact that some of the delegations traveled 
over 2,000 miles to reach Bt. Louis.

THE DIVINE SCIENTISTS BECOME 
ENTHUSIASTIC. | 


“MOTHER HULING’S” SPEECH. 


Second Day of the International Con- 
vention at Masonic 
Temple. 


Perhaps the most notable address made 
Wednesday morning at the second day’s 
convention of the Divine Healers was that 
by Miss Eva Huling of Denver, known 
among association members as “Mother 
Huling.”’ 

She is a little old lady, with thin, sharp 
features, bright black eyes and a voice clear 
as a bell. She was down on the programme 
for a paper on ‘“‘The All-Self,” but said she 
never could get her thoughts on paper and 
could not even prepare a speech. Her 
words, however, flowed. fluently and with 


dramatic force. 

Mrs. Huling said, first: “I bear a mes- 
sage of good will and kindly greeting from 
the people of Denver. Shake hands with 
the citizens of Denver!’ And she described 


a circle with her right hand, to which the 
delegates responded with a similar move- 
ment. “Shake hands again with the citi- 
zens of Denver,” said the little old lady, 
and once more the audience shook. 

Then she proceeded to tell the story of 
her own healing and told it with so many 
dramatic fourishes and witty interpola- 
tions that the convention was soon in an 
uproar of enthusiasm. She said, in brief, 
that in Denver, twenty-three years ago, 
abandoned by friends and fortune, death 
approached her by way of double-pneumo- 
nia, which in Denver is a loud call to go. 
She wanted to die. Life had been a 
wretched failure, and there was nothing 
anywhere but misery, poverty and death. 
Then there appeared to her what she knew 
as her other vcelf. * 

“IT saw the Presence at my bedside,” said 
Mrs. wry | “You never saw anything 
like 9 sade ell, that doesn’t prove I didn’t 
see it.’’ 

The spirit told her that she did want to 
live and that she would be healed. And in- 
stantly she was healed. 

Mrs. Huling next related her experience 
with a Denver man who asked her help 
while he underwent the torture of having 
all his teeth filled. He would be in the 
dentist’s chair in fifteen minutes and need- 
ed courage. When the moment arrived, as 
the lady related it, “I saw = that 
man in the dentist’s chair. Perhaps you 
have never seen a man in a dentist’s chair 
without being present. in the body. Well, I 
have, and that’s probably where I have 
some advantage over you. I spoke to him 
of the glory of God, and behold his face 
changed to one of seraphic happiness. 
Then there appeared the glory in the 
dentist’s instruments. Think of that, will 
you? The glory of God in the torturing tn- 
struments of a dentist! And thereafter 
my eyes beheld my own imagined likeness 
of Christ, which proved to be the man 
himself, glorified, restored to health. Half 
an hour later he came to me and said: 
‘It is a miracle.’ And so it was, from the 
standpoint of the world, but to us it was 
only the power of God manifest through his 
own likeness On earth.’’ 

Miss Grace Wheaton of Kansas City il- 
lustrated the unity of God and man by 
citing the sun shining through the mists 
and bringing light and heat to ‘tthe earth: 
and of the water changing by action from 
snow to ice. “Light and heat,”’ she said, 
“are the sun; ice and snow are water: so 
man-is an emanation and a part of God, 
through Christ; and as Christ is tthe per- 
sonification of God's truth, I am Christ, 
you are Christ and the world will be 


Christ.’’ 

Mrs. M. E. Cramer of San Francisco, 
presiding over the convention, related in 
an interesting way hér miraculous restora- 
tion of health. “I was sick for many 
years,’’ she said, “‘and after five physicians 
had given me up for dead, the inspiration 
came to me to repeat the words, ‘If I ever 
get well, it will be only by the power of the 
Holy Spirit.’ And instantly I was healed. 
Looking over my body to-day, I feel that 
I am in perfect health, prepared to live 
and have no lower self.’’ 

Prof. LeRoy Moore of Peoria and Mr. 
McCracken of St. Louis gave their expe- 
riences with Rev. J. L. Sullivan of this 
city, who restored them to health by caus- 
ing them to “repeat living words.”’ 

The discussions were quick, bright and 
frequently witty. In short, the convention 
had almost doubled in numbers and had a 
number of guests conspicuously known in 
the city. Prof, Charles of Chicago and Dr. 
Sullivan of St. Louis were most prominent 
in leading the debates. The music was pe- 
cullarly good, under the supervision of 
Prof. Moore,

DISTRICT POLICEMEN. 


JERRY KEARNEY’S STATEMENT. 


No Report Made on a Case in Which 
a Man’s Leg Was Broken, Pos- 
sibly by an Officer. _ 


A case that warrants investigation by the 
Board of Police Commissioners is that of 
Jerry Kearney, who is at the City Hospital! 
suffering with a broken knee cap. The 
man is 26 years old, has made a living 
wheeling stones for stonemasons, and lives 
with his father, Patrick Kearney, at 4227A 
Lucky street. 

Father and son claim ‘that the knee cap 
was broken by one of three policemen 
early Sunday morning. Whatever the 
cause, the injury is such that the young 
man will be a cripple for life and in the 
future will probably be a burden upon his 
parents, 

The police of the Sixth District, where 
the arrest was made, clairn Kearney re- 
ceived the injury by jumping over a fence 
in an effort to escape arrest. 

Pven if their story be true, the case is 
an unsavory one so far as they are con- 


cerned, for it is proven that a badly 
wounded man was locked in a cell, where 
he remained for several hours, then lugged 
around town in the hoodlum wagon while 
the usual morning calls were made at the 
different stations, and finally landed at the 
Dispensary. 

But there is the other side—the possibility 
that their statement is not true. And what 
throws the most discredit upon I{t is the ap- 

arentefforttocover up the facts and prevent 
Sveatiention. Even Capt. Campbeil, wno 
has charge of the district, was in ignorance 
of Kearney’s condition until he was told 
by a reporter for the Post-Dispatch Tuesday 
afternoon. He had not heard of the case 
beyond what was shown on the blotter. He 
was positive, however, that had such a 
thing occurred there would be a report of 
t in the office, and he sought the records for 
halt an hour, but nothing could be found. 
Finally he irritably exclaimed: 

“There must have been a report made, but 
somebody has neglected to copy it.” 
The blame in this minor matter—the mak- 
ing of a report—therefore Mes between the 
sergeant heading the s “who made the 

arrest and the desk se ant. 

The fact that there is Absolutely no report 
is more significant when it is understood 
that according to police regulations two re- 

orts should have been made at the Sixth 

istrict Station. Two books are provided 
at each station house. In one copies should 
be taken of all reports on criminal] matters 
and in the other of all accidents. The case 
in which Jerry Kearney figured was one in 
which four men were arrested. It was at- 
tended by the unusual incident of a police- 
man being knocked down and his club tak- 
en away from him, and by the firing of 
several shots by another patrolman. Such 
a happening usually causes the police figur- 
ing in the case to make a long report, but 
in this instance they have overlooked it en- 
tirely ° 
+ Then, again, there was a man injured; one 
had his leg broken. This called for an en- 
try in’ the accident book. However, none 
was made, There is a line on the blotter 
that reads, after Kearney’s name, “Taken 
to the City gg Sool but this only shows 
that the Sixth District police were aware 
of his condition, and that even then they 
neglected to obey orders and make use of 
the accident book. 

This mysterious disappearance of papers 

is observable also at the City Hospital. An 
effort was made Tuesday afternoon to find 
what is termed the “history of the case,” 
but the document could not be located. It 
is probable the absence of the desired in- 
formation at the hospital is due to the care- 
lessness of an attendant, however. 
_Dr. Sutter had the document hunted up 
Wednesday morning. It shows that Kear- 
ney ‘s suffering from contusion and that he 
-S a prisoner of the Sixth District police. 


Patrick Kearney, father of the man in 
the hospital, says he intends laying the 
matter before the Police Board as soon 
as his son is able to attend a meeting of 
that body. 

“My boy had not done a thing,’’ said he. 
“A man who had been drinking with 
him got into a fight and Jerry was arrest- 
ed. Because he did not move fast enough, 
or for some other reason, he was hit on 
the knee with a club by the sergeant and 
the cap broken. Then he was locked up 
and it was severa!] hours before he was 
taken to the hospital. Jerry is a hard- 
working lad... He was never arrested and 
never drank much. I never saw him 
, oy and I don’t believe anybody ever 
id. 

The reporter visited the City Hospital 
and found Jerry Kearney in one of the 
surgical wards. The police caused him to 
be entered as a prisoner, but he is not 
kept in that part of the hospital where 
prisoners are usually confined—the cells— 
nor is there any guard over him. Were it 
not for the entry. on the blotter no one 
would know that he is a prisoner. One of 
the house physicians was much surprised 
to learn such was the case. It is evident 
that it was the intention of the police to 
allow Jerry to leave as soon as able, not 
wishing to have him appear in court. The 
wounded man was asked to give his ver- 
sion of the trouble on Easton avenue and 
this is what he said: 

‘Late Saturday night I was in the saloon 
of Gus Buehler, Taylor and Easton ave- 
nues. There were with me Mike Conway, 
James Powers and a man by the name of 
Noon. I had drank several beara, but was 
not at all drunk. Shortly after midnight 
Noon got into a fight witha stranger, and a 
erg er ranin. One of the men—I think 
t was Noon—grabbed the policéman’s club 
and the man Noon was fightin with 
knocked the officer down. e called for 
help and fired several shots, and I and the 
other boys ran out, for we knew there would 
be trouble. I cut across to McKeon’s place, 
corner of Easton and Newstead avenues, 
with Conway, and thinking we were out of 
the mess we ordered some beer and were 
drinking our last glass before going home 
when Sergeant Schwartz and Policemen 
Mest and Dwyer and another policeman 
whom I do not know ran in. One of the 
officers seized me by the arm and called out: 
™ wat you, you —— ~-— ° :

“But they pulled me along. All of them 
were greatly excited, ahd when we had 
reached the door one of them—I think it 
was the sergeadnt~—struck me over the knee 
with his club.

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HOW ROCKEFELLER ESCAPED. 


He Was Cautious and the Selling 
Agent Got Anxious and Spoiled 
His Own Game. 


-_——— — —--_ -— 
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There is a political touch in the revela- 
tions from the books of the Harrison In- 
ternational Telephone Co., brought out by 
Dr. Cyrus A. Peterson’s. investigations, 

The stock book shows that Steve Elkins, 
Dick Kerens, Maj. Warner and their as- 
sociates regarded the telephone scheme as 
entirely too good a thing to share with 
any Democrat at ground floor rates. In 
the whole stock book it does not appear 


that a single certificate was issued.as a 
gift to anybody but trusted and active 
workers in the party of trusts, combines 
and greed. So good a thing was it in 
Steve Elkins’ estimation that he would not 
even let his Democratic West Virginia 
partner, ex-Senator Henry G. Davis, In. 
Take the list of Washington stockholders. 
The distr bution seems to have been made 
with careful avo dance of Democrats. DWith- 
er this or Democrats were too shrewd or 
too honest to be taken in. 

Senator Don Cameron get a comfortable 
slice. Other Washingtonians, chiefly lob- 
byists and lawyers, but all Republicans, 
came in for large gifts. Among these are 
found the names of Warren Choate, J. 
Walter Hodges, William B. Thompson, 
Gen. P. S. Post, a Grand Army man of 
Galesburg, Ill., then a member of Con- 
gress, and since deceased, and a mul- 
titude of others whose names are not 
so well known. All these men are down 
for from 200 to 600 shares each as a gift.

“One thing,’’ he said, “I omitted to tell 
you, relates to the manner in which the 
stock of the company was manipulated 
against the small stockholders. Of course, 
if the treasury stock remained in the treas- 
ury, it could not be voted. To remedy this 
the treasury stock—$30,000, was issued 
to L. E. Ingalls, in trust, he to vote and 
manipulate it as he saw fit. This trust 
was to last for three years, and the result 
was to turn over the entire control of the 
company to Ingalls for that period. 

“Another thing that should be men- 
tioned, is the disreputable methods em- 
ployed to foist the stock upon the public. 
No transaction involving cash was too 
smal] for the officers of this gigantic cor- 
poration. They would give away 500 shares 
to a Republican politician for his supposed 
influence, and the next minute sell a poor 
widow one or two shares, or maybe five 
shares, for cash and put one-fourth of it 
in their pockets.

“Look at this certificate, No. 282, ten 
shares, to Hattie E. Graybill, Kansas City, 
for $150 cash, or $15 a share, the highest 
price ever paid for the stock. The money 
was paid to C. M. Ferree. He put $37.50 in 
his pocket and the other $112.30 went into 
the treasury. 

‘‘And again, look at this certificate, No. 
$48, Miss E. J. Face. I have heard she 
Was a poor stenographer in Chicago. She 
bought seven shares and paid $10 for it. 
Of this $78.75 went into the treasury and 
the balance went as commission. 

““And how they lied!” 


Here Dr. Peterson arose and walked the 


oor. 

“How they lied,” he continued “about 
their resources, their operations and in- 
tentions. What flamboyant prospectives 
they issued! What stupendous undertak- 
ings they had in view. No projectors of 
a salted mine could lie so.brazenly as did 
the glib-tongued agents of these distin- 

ished promoters. They were going to 
Gaeck the Bell Telephone Company galley 
west. They were going to immediately put 
up opposition a in Chicago, St. Louls, 
Detroit, New York and all the large cities— 
in fact they were going to construct more 
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terprise, the promoters—that is, Elkins, 
Kerens, Warner, Peck, Holden, et al., 
looked about for a likely spot to plant a 
lot of stock ‘en bloc.’

“The promoters selected their smoothest 
anglers to cast flies in the Standard Oil 
pool and, strange to say, Mr. Rockefeller 
frequently rose and eyed the lure, but he 
didn’t strike. He wanted to wait awhile.

The agent became ner- 
vous and anxious and made a proposition 
at $9 a share. Mr. Rockefeller elevated his 
eyebrows ‘and shied away a little. He 
seemed even less anxious now, The agent 
growing yet more eager, cut the perme to 
$8.

Joseph Bloomfield Jackson appeared for 
the first time on any stage Tuesday after- 
noon at the Fourteenth Street Theater. 

Mr. Jackson claims to have a special mis- 
sion to convert Robert G. Ingersoll, and 
says he has been called to take the religious 
platform. He had been for more than a 
year manager of the St. Louls Symphony 
Co., 511 Olive street, and is a member of 
Dr. Mathews’ Centenary Church. 

In order to inaugurate his mission as a 
preacher, Mr. Jackson dejivered an address 
or sermon Tuesday before an audience com- 
posed of three reporters, a physician and 
the manager of the Fourteenth Street Thea- 
ter. It was what the actors call “trying it 
on a dog.” So far as voice, manner and 
style are concerned it was a great success, 
The young prophet has a melodious, tune- 
ful voice, and speaks with eloquence and 


earnestness. 

It was expected that Dr. Mathews would 
be present at the opening or trial address, 
but after waiting nearly an hour beyond the 
appointed time in which the doctor prom- 


ised to join his young parishoner, the unique 
ceremony proceeded without him. 

Mr. Jackson first busied himself with ar- 
ranging a temporary pulpit of candle- 
vases and a cloth cover. Then he carefully 
directed the stage hands in placing lights 
that would illuminate his manuscript. He 
was faultlessly attired. His dress was of 
the latest pattern of somber black, his shoes 
dark-tanned and tooth-picked, his hat a 
black fedora, his collar at least three inches 
wide and he wore a costly glittering ring 
on the third finger of his right hand. In 
physique he is of fair proportions, with 
gray eyes, coal black hair, inclined to curl 
at the ends—and a black mustache. 

“T met the great journalist, Murat Hal- 
stead, the other day,” said Mr. Jackson, 
when he had finished arranging the stage. 
‘He is a fine fellow, yes, indeed. It had 
come to me almost as an inspiration that I 
should call upon him. So I went to the 
Planters’ Hotel, sent up my card and was 
very courteously received. I told him briefly 
that I had received this call from God to 
preach and be the means of converting In- 
gersoll and showed how it would be ac- 
complished. Mr. Halstead listened very at- 
tentively for a few moments and then broke 
in upon me with the information that he 
and Ingersoll were not only warm personal 
friends, but also of similar disbelief in God. 
He attributed my remarks to what he 
called ‘an excited condition of mind.’ So, 
finding Mr. Halstead entirely out of sym- 
pathy with the subject, I retired. But I 
sowed the seeds of faithin his heart. And I 
hope I will be the means of saving him, 
with Ingersoll. No, sir, Mr. Halstead hag 
no more faith in salvation through Christ 
than has the floor of this stage.”’ 

All this was said calmly and in modest 
tones. After a pause he continued, ad- 
dressing Dr. Newcomb: 

“T am glad to have a physician present, 
doctor. You can bear witness that I am 
not a crank. Three months ago I should 
have thought cranky any person who 
would, under similar circumstances, do and 
say what I am doing and intemd to say. But 
I am fully prepared for whatever insinua- 
tions or charges may be made by either 
the press or the public, and have my remedy, 
of course, for untruth.

FOR A NEW PRESIDENT. 


St. Vincent de Paul Society Will Hold 
an Election. 


An event of more than ordinary interest 
in St. Louis Catholic circles will be the 
selection of a new president of the St. 
Vincent de Paul Society next week. Sev- 
eral weeks ago the present executive, Joseph 
T. Donovan, tendered his resignation and 
insisted that it be accepted. He was pre- 
vailed upon to continue in office until his 
successor could be elected. 

The term of an officer has no specified 
limit, he continuing to serve so long as he 
feels he is alding the organization. In the 
thirty-five years of the society’s existence 
there have been but seven presidents, so 


the selection of that officer is an Otcasion 
of considerable moment. 

The society has a large membership in 
each of the forty-eight parishes in the city. 
Each parish branch is a conference, with 
its own organization. The presidents of the 
conferences and fifteen councilmen seleoted 
from the general laity compose the Upper 
and Particular Council, the governing y 
of the general society. In cases of an 
official vacancy the Upper Council presents 
names of candidates to the president. He 
consults two advisors, usually ex-presidents 
ray three names are selected to be voted 

or. ' 

These are sent to the parish conferences, 
and the balloting takes place, the unit rule 
being in vogue. The results is made known 
to the Upper Council, which after carefully 
canvassing the vote declares elected the 
candidate receiving the greatest number of 
votes, 

Next week on regular meeting nights the 
different parish conferences will consider 
the names of Judge Daniel Dillon, M. J, 
Murphy and Christian Hilke for the suc- 
cessor to Mr. Donovan. The vote will be 
officially counted May 26, the successful can- 
didate declared elected and inducted into 
office. There will be no inaugural cere- 
monies, as it is the rule of the society to do 
all things simply. 

There is a general feeling of regret that 
business compels Mr. Donovan to retire, as 
his administration has been of vast benefit 
to the organization. Notwithstanding the 
fact that since his incumbency there have 
been four years of business depression and 
; & consequent scarcity of funds, the society 
successfully coped with the suffering at- 
tending the tornado of last May and the 
destitution of last winter. 

Mr. Donovan is the only retiring officer. 
Associated with him are Daniel Dillon, Vice- 
President; Jesse A. Murphy, Secretary, and 
Lewis Fusz, Treasurer. — 

The presidents have been Dr. T. L. Papin, 
from '61 to '65; Thomas Ferguson, from ‘5 
to ‘71; Henry J. Spaunhorst, from ‘71 to "76; 
Jose h O'Neil, '76 to '8; Lewis Fusz, "56 
to and John T. Donovan, elected in 1892.
